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HOUSING,  RENEWAL  and  DEVELOPMENT  BIBLIOGRAPHY 

Introduction 

This  bibliography  is  intended  to  provide  an  introduction  to  the  subject  as  well 
as  a  research  tool  for  both  MCP  and  Ph.D.  students.   It  is  hoped  that  it  includes 
a  reasonable  sampling  of  the  classics,  the  pamphlet  materials,  the  early  works 
and  the  current.   The  references  are  grouped  into  categories  which  imply  our 
particular  conceptualization  of  the  field  and  which  may  or  may  not  coincide  with 
other  efforts.  There  is  the  inevitable  overlap  in  headings  and  the  materials 
cited  therein. 

Of  particular  note  is  the  section  on  federal  housing  and  development  programs. 
With  the  proliferation  of  these  programs,  it  is  no  longer  physically  practical 
to  list  references  under  each  of  the  program  titles.  Instead,  a  complete  list 
of  all  the  HUD  programs  is  shown  by  sponsoring  agency.  These  are  keyed  to  five 
categories  of  federal  assistance,  i.e.,  loans  and  capital  grants,  continuing 
subsidies,  etc.   The  references  are  then  listed  under  these  categories.   The 
federal  programs  have  also  been  listed  by  title  or  section  number,  i.e.,  Title 
I,  221(d)  3,  etc.,  where  they  are  commonly  referred  to  by  that  nomenclature. 
In  all  cases  the  listings  are  by  the  current  federal  designation  as  a  result  of 
the  reorganization  act,  i.e.,  HUD  rather  than  HHFA,  RAA  rather  than  URA,  etc. 
The  old  series  is  shown  below  along  with  other  commonly  used  abbreviations 
and  acronyms.
